All taxpayers should read the following require- 
ment and comply with it. 

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1930. | 

“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, 
by posting notifications in some public place in 
Town, or shall notify them, in such other ways as 
the Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and 
to bring in to them true and perfect lists, of their 
polls and their estates, real and personal, not by 
law exempt from taxation, of which they were pos- 
sessed on the first day of April of the same year. 
If any resident owner, after Such notice, does not 
bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right 
to make application to the Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed.”

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby

To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the contingent 
fund. | 
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Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $27.00 for interest on the Town farm fund. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
common schools for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the purchase 
of school books and supplies. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for free high 
school. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $189.00 to pay the in- 
terest’ on its school fund. 


Art. 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $150.00 for lights and 
water for schools for the ensuing year. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for salary of the 
superintendent of schools. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for relief of the 
poor. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repair of high- 
ways and bridges. 


Art. 17.. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $69.00 for third class 
road maintenance. 

Art. 18. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for State aid road 
construction, (in addition to the amounts regularly 
raised for care of ways, highways and bridges) un- 
der the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, Re- 
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vised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of 
Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $625.00 for State Patrek. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairs and 
maintenance of sidewalks. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for care and repair 
of its sewer system. 

Art. 22. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for care of its 
cemeteries and park. 

Art. 23. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day 
exercises. 

Art. 24. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for fire protection 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 25. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for water service 
and hyrant rental. 

Art. 26. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for lighting ser- 
vice and street lights. 

Art. 27. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairs of 
school buildings. 

Art. 28. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for renee on 
other buildings. 

Art. 29. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for insurance on 
Town buildings and property. 

Art. 30. To see what sum of money the Town 
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will vote to raise and appropriate for aid to depend- 
ent children. 


Art. 31. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for care of chil- 
dren in custody of the State. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to con- 
tinue in the Health Union with other Towns, if so, 
to raise and appropriate money for same. 


Art. 33. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for snow removal. 

Art. 34. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the pur- 
chase of snow fence. 

Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise a 
sum of money for the continuation of the school 
lunch project. 

Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen on behalf of the Town to sell and 
dispose of any real estate acquired by the town for 
non-payment of taxes, thereon, on such terms as 
they deem advisable, and to execute quitclaim deeds 
for such property. | 

Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the selectmen to take out insurance to cover injuries 
to Town employees under the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act. 

Art. 38. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
the sum of $1,000.00 for the payment of Bond No. 7 
due August 14, 1943. 

Art. 39. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to pay the inter- 
est on bonds and other obligations. 

Art. 40. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to be ex- 
pended and used for advertising the natural re- 
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sources, advantages and attractions of the State of 
Maine. 


Art. 41. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize its selectmen and treasurer to make temporary 
loans in anticipation of taxes, and said loans not 
to exceed the total levy of the preceding municipal 
year in which they are made, said loans to be paid 
out of money raised by taxes during the current 
year in which said loans are made in accordance 
with provisions of Section 83, of Chapter 5, of the 
Revised Statutes of Maine and all acts amendatory 
thereof and additional thereto, and for the purposes 
therein permitted, with like authority and limita- 
tions to issue notes maturing within the current 
year to refund in whole or in part any such notes 
given for said loans earlier during that year. 


Art. 42. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 to cooperate with the 
Maine Forest Service and the Federal Government 
in the control of the White Pine Blister Rust in ac- 
cordance with Revised Statutes, Chapter 11, Secs. 
62-63-64. 


Art. 43. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen and Treasurer to set aside from 
the general funds a sum of money not exceeding 
$10,000 to establish a fund to be called “Sinking 
Fund for Bond Retirement.” This fund may be drawn 
upon only for the purchase before maturity of any 
of the outstanding serial bonds or the payment at 
maturity of any bonds for which no money was 
raised at the annual town meeting. 


No payment may be made from this fund except 
upon the written authorization of the Selectmen. 
The Selectmen may invest this fund in accordance

with the State of Maine laws relating to investment 
of Sinking Funds. 


Art. 44. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen, on behalf of the town, to sell and 
convey the John MacKay Farm, so-called, on such 
terms as they deem advisable.

To see if the Town will vote to accept 
a trust fund of $100.00 for the Wm. McPheters lot in 
the Milford cemetery. 

Art. 48. To see if the town will vote to join the 
Old Town, Milford and Bradley Nursing Association, 
if so, to raise and appropriate money for same. 

Art. 49. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. |

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_ Report of Health Officer 


‘To the Citizens of Milford: 

The work of the Health Officer and School Phys- 
ician has been carried on about as usual during the 
past year. 

The school children have been examined, as usual, 
with the exception of the hearing tests, which were 
done by means of the audiometer, under the super- 
vision of Miss Vera Conner, R. N., one of the new 
Public Health Nurses, and parents and guardians 
have been notified of defects found. 

Free vaccinations are to be given this year, as is 
also tuberculin testing. Positive suspects will be 
followed up by x-rays, done at a small expense to 
those who can pay, under the direction of Miss Kath- 
erine Gay, of the State Department of Health. 

The immunization clinics, held in Old Town, were 
well attended by Milford people. It is very essential 
that these health measures be taken advantage of. 

There have been no.epidemics this year and few 
aksences from schools because of illness. It is still 
being urged upon the parents and guardians that 
they report all communicable diseases, whether a 
physician has been employed or not. 

The ever-present problems of tuberculosis, syphilis 
and gonorrhea are still with us. Our Draft Boards 
report an alarming number of such cases among 
draftees all over the county, so it behooves all of 
us to be interested in each and every clinic spon- 
sored along these lines. Much has already been 
done to remedy some of these conditions, but we still 
must carry on with renewed vigor. 
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According to reports received from the State De- 
partment of Health and Agriculture, the milk and 
water supplies continue to hold at a satisfactory 
standard. 

May I extend, at this time, my appreciation to all 
who have assisted in making this year’s work suc- 
cessful.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Comntittee and Citizens of the Town 
of Milford: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the 
progress, condition, and needs of the schools of the 
Town of Milford as required by the law of the State. 

The school year 1942-43 opened September 8, 1942 
with the following teachers in charge: 

Main Street School: 

Garnet C. Glasgow, Principal, Grades 7 and 8. 
June A. Tedesco, Grade 6. 
Kathryn Madden, Grade 5. 
Mayhew School: 
Pearle G. Libby, Principal, Grade 2. 
Mabel B. McAllister, Grade 3. 
Bernice Beal, Grade 4. 
Julia R. Hatch, Sub-primary and Grade 1. 
Ada MacDonald, assistant. 

Mrs. Glasgow, who is a graduate of Ball State 
Teachers’ College and an excellent teacher, resigned 
at the close of the fall term to accept a position in 
Indiana. We were fortunate in being able to hire 
Mrs. Hthel Sezak, a graduate of the University of 
Maine, to fill the vacancy in the grammar room. 

Mrs. Julia R. Hatch resigned at the end of the 
third week to join her husband who is in the armed 
forces. Mrs. Doris LaBree, a graduate of Farming- 
ton Normal School and who formerly taught in Old 
Town, is the present teacher in the primary room. 
Mrs. LaBree is a very efficient teacher and her pu- 
pils are progressing in a very satisfactory manner. 

Miss June Tedesco teaches the sixth grade and 
also teaches music in the Main Street School. She 
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is a graduate of the three-year course at Washing- 
ton State Normal School .and is an accomplished mu- 
‘Sician. 

The addition of another teacher to the Milford 
schools has helped the school program in innumer- 
able ways. It reduced the teaching load, which has 
been excessive for years, to a point where the teach- 
ers are able to give more individual instruction and 
it has made possible the addition of a course in 
music. Another decided advantage is the relieving 
of congestion in the rooms of the Main Street 
School. The shzht increase in costs is greatly out- 
weighed by the advantages offered to our boys and 
girls. | 

Miss Villa Hayden, from the State Department of 
Education, visited the Milford schools in October 
and was very enthusiastic in her praise of the work 
being done. She was especially well pleased with 
the work in music conducted by Miss Tedesco and 
Mrs. Glasgow at the Main Street School and by Mrs. 
Libby in the four rooms of the Mayhew School. 

The course in English has been greatly improved 
by adopting new series of books for grades three to 
six inclusive and for grades seven and eight. The 
seventh and eighth grades are now using the same 
series of books in English, arithmetic, science, 
health, and spelling, as are being used in the Old 
Town Junior High. This should prove to be an ad- 
vantage when the pupils enter the ninth grade at 
Old Town. 

Next year the series of health books should be 
extended down through the lower grades and the 
reading series should be completed. It has not 
seemed advisable to change the series in geography 
at this time but increased emphasis is being placed 
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upon global relationships of continents and peoples 
rather than upon capitals of States, population of 
cities and political boundaries. 

Schools at War 

The Milford schools are all participating in the 
“Schools at War” program. They conducted a very 
successful scrap drive in the fall which netted them 
$106.55 to be used by the schools, besides making a 
material contribution to the war effort by collecting 
much needed scrap. 

All rooms are conducting contests in the purchase 
of War Bonds and Stamps. 

Five rationing registrations have been conducted 
by the teachers with the assistance of volunteer reg- 
istrars. While these additional duties interrupt 
somewhat the regular school program, they do give 
the schools an opportunity to serve in the war effort 
and to demonstrate the importance of our American 
school system. 


Lunch Program 


The lunch program has been continued this year. 
When the WPA terminated its assistance to the pro- 
gram in January, it became necessary to increase the 
charge to ten cents per pupil and to reduce the num- 
ker of workers. Thanks to the cooperation of the 
parents and to Mrs. Carson’s willingness to continue 
at reduced. wages, it has been possible to continue 
the program. The future of the school lunch pro- 
grams now depends upon our ability to purchase 
certain rationed commodities. 


Maintenance 
An extra room was added at the Mayhew School 
by erecting a partition in the east room at a cost 
of $221.50. New light fixtures were installed, new 
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curtains purchased, one heating system changed 
over, and twenty new desks provided at the Mayhew 
building. The total cost of all these improvements 
plus incidental repairs was $903.02. The Mayhew 
building has been converted during the past three 
years from a two-room building to one with four 
rooms at a very reasonable cost. 

This year storm windows should be provided at 
the Main Street building and the fence around the 
school lot must be repaired. Some minor replace- 
ments and repairs are necessary in the plumbing of 
each building and the furnaces at the Mayhew 
School must be repaired. No extensive repairs or 
replacements are recommended at this time but all 
present facilities should be placed in a serviceable 
condition.
